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Zoning by-law changes refused by Special Town Meeting 


One of the features of the 
Wilmington Town Meeting on Satur- 
day was a series of zoning articles in 
the Special Town Meeting warrant. 

hs originally proposed, the articles 
would have put a limit of 50 percent 
growth on the Charles River Breeding 
Laboratories. 

Located on Ballardvale Street in 
North Wilmington, the firm has been 
located in town for nearly 30 years. 
Founded by Dr. Henry Foster, the 
company produces laboratory 
animals, and has grown from a small 
business in a building, to a world-wide 
firm that is considered to be the 
leader of its field, 

The controversy which spawned the 
articles grew out of a dispute between 
a Cambridge firm, Bioassay Systems, 
and a group of residents from the 
neighborhood in which Bioassay 
sought to locate. ; 

Bioassay is engaged in the testing of- 
new products, involving the use of 
laboratory animals. Their plant 
would have been located about 600 
feet from a residential area. 

After the Wilmington Board of 
Appeals granted Bioassay a special 
permit, allowing the firm to locate in 
town, the neighbors formed an 
association, the North Wilmington 
Betterment Association (NWBA) and 
filed suit to block the company. 

Bioassay eventually decided to 
locate elsewhere. The firm could not 
afford to spend months in court, 
fighting the suit. Their contracts had 
performance deadlines, and they had 
to move forward. 

Concerned that they had not found 
adequate protection in the zoning by- 
laws, the members of the North 
Wilmington Betterment Association 
filed four articles for the Special 
Town Meeting. 


The Annual Town Meeting began 
with a motion by John Tsicouleas,

Moderator John 
Callan explained why he felt it should 
be at the end of the town budget.

‘The first two articles, both voted 
unanimously, were to change the 
dates of the Annual Town Meeting. In 
the future, the Town Meeting will be 
held in April, and the deadline for ar- 
ticles will be February 7.

The many controversies involved 
eventually led to a drive among some 
of the traffic supervisors for unioniza- 
tion. A vote was taken, and the deci- 
sion was split, but the majority of the 
women voted for a union. They

It was a power struggle, and a very 
political one. Many selectmen's 
meetings included visits from two of 
the women, Dorothy Charbonnier and 
Frances Dec. The selectmen were 
split on the issue. 

In their budget deliberations this 
year, the Finance Committee 
recommended that the women be 
replaced with crossing guards paid on 
a contract basis. When the Finance 
Committee budget recommendations 
were issued last week, the line item 
for traffic supervisors was zero. Last 
year, it was $38,197. 

In its place, the line item for ex- 
penses of the Police Department was 
raised from last year's $23,269 to $43,- 
325. The difference would pay for the 
crossing guards, to be hired on a con- 
tract basis. 

Also in the expenses account was 
$1479, for uniforms for the traffic 
supervisors. It was not listed as a line 
item in the town warrant, but it had

nobody had said that it was deleted, 
The money was voted, but will

strictly budgetary. 
Debate on the issue ran into some 


Linda McMenimen, and Town Crier 
editor Larz F. Neilson. One speaker 
against the traffic supervisors was 
Duncan McNeil, a retired Cambridge 
Police offider. He estimated the total 
cost of keeping the traffic supervisors 
at $70,000. 

Caira told the meeting* ‘What 
you're doing here is effectively break- 
ing a union and next year, it will be 
the firemen’s union, and then the 
police union.” 

When it came time to vote the line 
item for the traffic supervisors, there 
was deafening silence. The vote was 
heavily against the traffic super- 
visors. 

Also eliminated from the budget 
was one police clerk’s position. All 
other full-time positions eliminated 
from the budget were ones that were 
currently vacant. However, with 
three police clerks presently 
employed, and only two funded in the 
budget, a job will probably be taken. 

‘The question is now, will the traffic 
supervisors press for their rights as 
union members? Are they tired of 
fighting for what is at besa a part- 
time job?
